To  make  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and  age 
distribution  differs  from  that  of  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude 
rates  are  multiplied  by  a  comparability  factor.  The  resultant  figures 
can  then  be  compared  with  those  of  any  other  district  and  England  and 
Wales.

SECTION  *0* 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


(i)  Laboratory  Facilities 

Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Northallerton.  A  van  calls  once  a  week  to  collect  specimens. 

(ii)  Local  Services  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  1946 

The  day-to-day  administration  of  the  following  services  is  carried 
out  by  the  Ryedale  Local  Health  Sub-committee  in  the  urban  districts  of 
Malton  and  Pickering,  and  the  rural  districts  of  Helmsley,  Kir bymoor side, 
Malton  and  Pickering. 

(a)  Care  of  mothers  and  young  children 

Child  welfare  and  ante-natal  clinics  are  held  at  centres  in  the 
Ryedale  area. 

In  places  where  no  clinic  is  held  ante-natal  and  child  welfare 
services  are  carried  out  by  health  visitors  in  the  home. 

(b)  Midwifery.  Health  Visiting  and  Homo  Nursing 

Combined  duty  nurses  serving  16  districts  are  resident  in  the 

area. 

(c)  Ambulance  Service 

Ambulance  stations --at  Malton  and  Kirbymoorside  provide  this 
service. 

(d)  Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

Provision  is  made  for  primary  immunisation  against  diphtheria 
at  child  welfare  centres  but  the  greater  part  of  this  service  is 
carried  out  by  general  practitioners  in  their  surgeries  and  in  the 
hone . 

(e)  Domestic  Help  Service 

This  service  provides  domestic  help,  at  a  charge  dependent  on 
the  income  of  the  household,  in  homes  where  there  has  been  a  confine¬ 
ment  or  ill-health  of  the  mother,  and  to  the  aged  and  infirm. 


SANITARY  ClRCUNSTnNCES 


Watery  Supply . 

Water  continues  to  be  supplied  to  the  town  area  from  the 
Eeld  Head  Springs  which  are  under  the  management  of  the  North  Eastern 
Gas  Board  and  throughout  the  year  the  supply  has  been  plentiful. 

Those  properties  in  the  area  that  are  not  fed  from  this 
piped  supply  are  still  in. need  of  an  adequate  and  wholesome  supply 
as  can  be  seen  from  the  table  of  analysis  and  a  realistic  effort 
should  be  made  to  meet  this  pressing  demand.

Refuse  Disposal . 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  most  of  the  area  with 
exception  of  Bean  Sheaf,  Stape  etc.  where  a  three  monthly  collection 
operates. 

Disposal  is  by  tipping  and  the  limited  labour  force 
available  does  not  allow  any  attempt  towards  controlled  tipping. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

Improvements  have  been  made  to  the  storm  water,  septic 
and  humus  tanks  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  these  -tanks  are 
now  better  suited  to  their  purposes. 

The  quality  of  the  effluent  from  the  works  is  still 
unsatisfactory  and  an  effort  is  needed  now  to  improve  the  sewerage 
system.  Some  such  improvement  is  long  overdue  and  work  of  this 
nature  would  no  doubt,  reduce  the  inflow  to  the  Works  considerably. 

Food. 


With  the  coming  into  effect  of  private  slaughtering  on 
the  1st.  July,  1954  the  Council  licensed  four  private  slaughter¬ 
houses.  Most  of  the  meat  for  local  consumption  is  killed  in  one 
or  other  of*  these  slaughterhouses  and  the  irregularity  of  the  days 
and  times  of  slaughter  has  caused  considerable  additional  work  in 
my  department. 

During  the  period  1st.  July,  1954  to  21st.  December, 1954 
204  visits  were  paid  to  slaughter-houses  when  289'  lbs.  of  meat 
was  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

225  visits  or  revisits  of  inspection  or  survey  were 
made  under  the  Act  resulting  in  56  treatments  being  given.  These 
figures  are  an  improvement  on  those  for  the  previous  year  but  the 
labour  force  available  for  this  work  is  strictly  limited  and  work 
on  supervision  and  survey  is  restricted  due  to  the  large  area  of 
the  district  together  with  the  lack  of  transport. 

Shoos  Acts,  1954-56 

27  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  and  no 
contraventions  found. 

Camoing  Sites. 

There  are  no  properly  established  capping, sites  in 

the  district. 

Offensive  Trades . 

There  are  three  licensed  Knacker’s  Yards  in  the 
district  and  one  tripe  dresser  and  gut  scraper. 

27  inspections  were  made  of  these  premises  which  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  Of  necessity  these  establishments  are 

sited  away  from  the  town  and  again  difficulty  is  experienced  in 
making  these  visits. 


Slaughterhouses . 

Four  private  slaughterhouses  have  been  licensed  or 
relicensed  during  the  year.  Minor  improvements  were  required 
in  all  cases  before  the  premises  could  be  relicensed. 

None  of  these  slaughterhouses  are  well  sited  although 
their  internal  arrangements  are  fairly  satisfactory  for 
establishments  of  this  size. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

No  cases  of  infestation  have  been  found. 


Housing;. 


The  year  1S54  saw  an  end  to  the  difficulties  experienced 
in  house  erection  by  the  local  authority  and  building  was 
recommenced.

A  retujn  system  of  routine  house  inspection  resulted 

in  four  houses ^being used  for  human  habitation. 

Action  under  section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1926  has 
been  taken  in  respect  of  two  houses  and  under  section  10  of  the 
Local  Government  (Miscellaneous  Provisions)  Act,  1954  in  respect 
of  a  further  two  houses. 

Factories  Acts,  1927  and  1948. 

There  are  42  factories  in  the  district,  104  visits  have 
been  made  and  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  bring  any  natter 
to  the  attention  of  the  Committee.
